Regatta fetes region’s recreation 


A tradition in Astoria since 1894, the 
Astoria Regatta this year will offer five 
days of fun — a celebration of bounti- 
ful harvests from air, land and sea in 
the Columbia-Pacific region. 

The Regatta is scheduled for Wednes- 
day through Sunday, Aug. 7 through 
11. The oldest festival In the Northwest, 
the Astoria Regatta was begun as a cel- 
ebration to let the people know that the 
fishing season had ended on the 
Columbia River. The theme for this 
year’s Regatta is “Recreation on the 
North Coast.” 

The five-day festival will be packed 
with entertainment, food, tours of U.S. 
Navy ships and a rollicking good time. 
The event begins with the Queen’s Coro- 
nation at 8 p.m. Wednesday, Aug. 7, at 
the Clatsop Community College Per- 
forming Arts Center, 16th Street and 
Franklin Avenue. Winners of the Asto- 
ria merchants’ window decorating con- 
test will be announced during the coro- 
nation. 

Serving as admiral for this year’s fes- 
tival will be Craig L. Tutor, the North 
Coast Region supervisor for the Ore- 
gon Parks and Recreation Department. 
Vice Admiral Jim Servino will assist 
Tutor in his duties during the Regatta. 
Tutor, who lives in Tillamook, will 
crown the 1991 Regatta queen. 

Last year’s Regatta queen, Erin Lar- 
son of Astoria, will relinquish her crown 
to one of the four 1991 princesses rep- 
resenting local high schools — Dena 
Halsan, Knappa; Lori Carey, Seaside; 
Claire Oldridge, Warrenton; and Aimee 
Schneider of Astoria. The new queen 
will officially open the festival. 

The Queen’s Reception will be held 
in the Kem Room at the Columbia River 
Maritime Museum, 17th Street and 
Marine Drive, immediately following 
the coronation. This event will be host- 
ed by the Columbia River Maritime 
Museum Auxiliary. 

Admission to the events requires the 
purchase of a Regatta Button, available 
at local stores for $2 before the festival 
and for $3 at Regatta Square during the 
event. The purchaser will receive a 
chance to win cash prizes in a drawing 
— $300 first prize and $150 second 
prize. 

Three parades are planned during the 
festivities. The Kiwanis Junior Regatta 
Parade, which begins at 6:30 p.m. on 
Thursday, Aug. 8, in downtown Astoria 
will feature kids, clowns and chaos. The 
parade ends at Regatta Square at the

Regatta Square at heart of festival 


The swirling and colorful hub of Astoria Regatta activities, 
Regatta Square will open at 4 p.m. Friday, Aug. 9, with a rib- 
bon-cutting ceremony by the newly crowned 1991 queen of the 
Regatta and Regatta Admiral Craig Tutor. There will also be 
a flyover by a U.S. Coast Guard Falcon jet and a helicopter. 

This year Regatta Square, at the Clatsop County Fairgrounds, 
will feature food booths, arts and crafts booths, three live 
bands, folklore, games and performances by local celebrities. 

For the first time, a special feature at the square will be a Kids 
Carnival on Thursday, Aug. 8, from 6:30 to 9 p.m. Performances 
of “The Frog Elf Prince” and “The Good Company in Concert” 
by the Good Company Puppet Theater are planned for the car- 
nival as well as a fire safety house with Sparkie the Dog, and 
Smokey the Bear and Fred Bear will put in an appearance. 

Helicopter rides will be operating across the street from 
Regatta Square near the Columbia River Maritime Museum. 
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Ina salute to North Coast recreation, Regatta Square will be 
decorated with scenes of local landscapes. 

The band Thunder Road will play at the Beer Garden on Fri- 
day, Aug. 9, and Saturday, Aug. 10, from 9 p.m. to midnight. 
Other bands and musicians that will perform in Regatta Square 
are pianist Chuck Wilder, Al Anderson’s Band, North Coast 
Symphonic Band, North Coast Big Band and Pacific Jazz 
Band. The Maddox Dancers will perform as well. 

On Saturday, Aug. 10, there will be a salmon barbecue 
from 3p.m. to 8 p.m. with locally caught salmon prepared by 
the Lions and Anchor clubs. 

There will also be a many vendors selling a variety of deli- 
cious foods ranging from German sausage, barbecued ribs, 
spring rolls, crab and shrimp cocktails and smoked salmon to 
cotton candy and ice cream.

Chris Mestrich says when his wife, 
Marlene, dies, he’s going to have her 
buried in a telephone booth. That’s not 
a bad idea considering the number of 
hours she puts in on the phone, drum- 
ming up support for the Astoria 
Regatta. 

Marlene Mestrich is a hard woman 
to say no to. 

Her husband says she has great 
energy and enthusiasm and is an eter- 
nal optimist. “I just seem to flow with 
the tide,” he says, referring to his 
wife’s busy schedule. “You don’t 
fight it, you just go along with it. “The 
only problem she has sometimes is 
losing things like her car keys and 
glasses. Thank God the phone’s not 
portable, or she might not be able to 
find it, either,” he laughs. 

He adds that she’s an excellent 
housekeeper, gardener and car washer 
“and the best store janitor I’ve ever 
had. She’s got class and charm. I’ve 
watched her sell buttons in the store; 
she’s hard to turn down.” 

Marlene Mestrich got started with 
the Regatta when she joined the 
Anchor Club in 1971 and hasn’t 
looked back. “I guess I found my 
niche late in life,” she says. “I should 
have been in pubic relations. I’ma 
people person. In a community you 
have to make your own way.” 

Mestrich has definitely made her 
own way in Astoria. 

After joining the Anchors, she says 
she didn’t start to get really active 
until 1973 when she was the chaper- 
one for Miss Clatsop County. When 
her daughter, Carol, now 33 anda 
buyer for Macy’s in San Francisco, 
was Regatta queen in 1975 she really 
started to pick up steam. Her family 
has been a tremendous help, she says. 


Her daughter, Monica Lynch, was a 
member of the junior Regatta court in 
1968 when Mark Hatfield was admiral 
and former Astoria Mayor Bob Chop- 
ping served as the admiral’s aide.

involved,” she says. 

“The first year I did this, I had 
nothing to go by,” she reminisces. “I 
went to every Northwest festival, 
making contacts and getting booths. 
The chamber of commerce was won- 
derful. I believe in teamwork, commu- 
nication and camaraderie. I couldn’t 
do it without community support. 


“We have a zero budget so we real- 
ly depend on donations and volun- 
teers. I try to hire local talent for 
entertainment. I take from the commu- 
nity and I put back to the community. 
You build enthusiasm. They can’t 
help getting enthusiastic. I’ve had very 
few rejections. The community is 
wonderful. My old standbys see me 
coming and say, ‘Now what do you 
want?’ ”’ 


MESTRICH STILL KEEPS in 
contact with “my court,” the 1983 
Regatta court that she chaperoned. 
“We're real close,” she says. “We got 
together at Camp 18 last year.” 

Kathy Payton Ham was queen; 
other court members were Kim Allen 
Fanno, who now lives in Forest 
Grove; Tammy Sturdevant James, 
now living in Portland; Cassie Gram- 
son, Warrenton; and Lenee Logan 
Gower, now a Portland resident. 

“We were a real close group,” she 
says. “It was a kissy kissy year,” she 
laughs. “Everybody was very affec- 
tionate.”

says.

“The communication 
lines are really open and the teamwork 
is really good. I’m really up about it. 
This year it’s really diversified in the 
square and we have lots of new 
booths.” She’s been chairman of 
Regatta Square, choosiifig booths and 
entertainment, for the past three years. 


THE RECIPIENT OF a 1989 
George Award from the Greater Asto- 
ria Area Chamber of Commerce, 
Mestrich has been an ambassador for 
the chamber since 1983 when the 
cruise ships Fairsea and Fairsky visit- 
ed in Astoria. She also received the 
Outstanding Service Award from the 
Regatta Association in 1989. 

In addition to her activities with the 
Regatta, Mestrich also was involved 
in planning the Clatsop County His- 
torical Society’s fund-raisers, the USO 
dances and the Oregon Dixieland 
Jubilee. Darlene Felkins, who has 
worked with Mestrich on the Oregon 
Dixieland Jubilee and the USO dances 
sponsored by the historical society, 
says, “I call her my secret weapon. 
She’s one of the most enthusiastic and 
effective volunteers I’ve ever worked 
with. She does a lot of different things 
for us, with ODJ and the USO and 
she’s always on tap when we need her 
for any special project.”

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Homes tour takes on artsy look 


The 1991 Regatta Historic Homes 
Tour will be a little different from tours 
planned in past years. The vintage homes 
open to the public all are homes of artists 
or homes that display art collections. 

The organizer of the tour, the Clatsop 
County Historical Society, chose the 
theme to emphasize the burgeoning art 
community in the city as well as the 
well-known historic homes in the city. 

Architectural styles represented in 
the 1991 tour range from a quaint Crafts- 
man-style bungalow to an omate Queen 
Anne mansion. Tickets for the full tour 
are $7.50 and children may go along at 
no charge if they are under 12 years old 
and accompanied by an adult. 

Hours of the self-guided tour are 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on Saturday, Aug. 10, 
and 1 to 5 p.m. on Sunday, Aug. 11. 
Groups of 10 or more must make 
advance reservations. Tickets are avail- 
able at the Heritage Museum, 1618 
Exchange St., during the event. 

Following is a list of the houses on 
the tour and a short history of the home 
and the featured artist or collector: 


The George Washington Sanborn 
House, 1711 Grand Ave., was built in 
the summer of 1890 and is considered to 
be one of Astoria’s most beautiful Queen 
Anne Victorian residences. A picture of 
the home was included in “Daughters of 
Painted Ladies,” a book of photographs 
of restored Victorian houses. 

Sanborn was a salmon cannery owner

The C. R. Thomson House at 1636 
Irving Avenue also was built in 1890. 
Thomson, an attorney, married Mar- 
garet Proctor, whose grandfather found- 
ed the Proctor and Gamble Co. During 
World War II, the home was divided 
into two flats. 

The home’s owner, Michael Foster, 
the proprietor of Michael’s Antiques 
and Art Gallery on 10th and Marine 
Drive in Astoria, restored the house to a 
single-family residence when he pur- 
chased it in 1980. Foster has been a 
member of the Oregon Arts Commission 
for many years and is a past president 
and current board member of the coun- 
ty historical society. He is chairman of 
the Astoria Column Restoration Com- 
mittee and is a member of other artistic 
and historical organizations. His exten-

The oil paintings of Shirley Dahisten, 
who has spearheaded the recent move- 
ment to transform Astoria into a major

The Anton and Ida Kvistad House, 
3947 Franklin Ave., was built by the 
Norwegian carpenter in 1922, when he 
was 60. He lived in the classic Craftsman 
bungalow for 35 years and his daughter, 
Wilma Englund, lived in the house until 
1986. Current owners Michael and Lisa 
Kohlmeier have modernized the kitchen 
and bathroom of the home but have 
retained the original style of the house. 

Examples of Michael Kohlmeier’s 
paintings and miniature sculptures are on 
display in the home for the tour as well 
as a collection of family photographs 
collected by Lisa Kohlmeier. 


Theodore Siverson House, 4495 
Leif Erikson Drive, is owned by R.G. 
and Myrle Nebeker. Siverson, a Nor- 
wegian immigrant who operated fish 
traps in Baker Bay, build the house in 
1890 from lumber brought by teams of 
horses from McGregor’s lumber mill. 
The rough planks were nailed together 
in the old manner, resulting in a 3-inch- 
thick wall. Siverson’s son, Chris, lived 
in the house until 1970.
